Student fees keep UNO activities, facilities funded

In accordance with a University of © 


Nebraska Board of Regents policy, every 
semester UNO students are able to apply for 
a refund of their $8 per semester contribution 
to the Student Government, Student 
Programming Organization, and the Gateway. 

The process—a Fund A refund—allows 
students who might disagree with the practices 
of Student Government, SPO, or the Gateway, 
an opportunity to express their dissent through 
the removal of their nominal contribution of 
money. 

For example, a student who feels that the 
Gateway is not covering issues in accordance 
with the Board of Regents’ guidelines for the 
student press or a student who feels that 
SPO was having too many speakers on a 
controversial subject matter might choose to 
abstain from contributing to those respective 
organizations. 

Obtaining a Form A refund alsomeans “not 
being entitled to do certain things,” according 
to Assistant Vice Chancellor for Student Affairs 
Rita Henry. Although the privilege to vote in 
Student Government elections is no longer 
lost, certain student services and privileges are 
waved by the acquisition of a refund. 

During the third through sixth weeks 


_of every semester, UNO students are able to 


pick up an application form from the Business 
Office in the Milo Bail Student Center. The 
form gives students the ability to receive a 
partial or full refund. 

According to Henry, students receiving a 
refund from Student Government waive the 
right to use the typewriters and legal advice 


| offered by contributing students. Students 


receiving a refund from SPO must waive their 
student discount to SPO-sponsored events and 


_ students receiving a refund from the Gateway 


no longer receive a discounted rate on classified 
advertisements. 

At the time of this printing, each student 
contributes $3.15 to Student Government, 
$2.91 to SPO, and $1.94 to the Gateway from 
their Fund A contribution.

'non-refundable. The Board of Regents 
requires that the $8.00 per student 
Fund A contributes be refundable in 
accordance with related restrictions on 
student services. In addition, the $8 per 
credit hour technology fee is refundable 
at the same rate as tuition. All UPF fees 
are refundable upon withdrawal from 
all classes during a semester, at the 
same rate as tuition for the final course 
withdrawal.

Many, if not all, students enter the 
university experience searching for the right 
major.

The next timeyou grudgingly shell out 


money to pay for a parking ticket (or tickets), 
just think: You're helping to maintain the 
campus shuttle system, helping to keep the 
parking lots of UNO maintained and more. 

While paying the tickets can be a pain, 
the money that Campus Security gets from 
them is put to good use. 

According to Paul Kosel, assistant 
manager of UNO security and traffic, when 
students get a parking ticket, the money 
goes into the Parking Services account. This 
is an account that exists to service parking. 
The money for the account comes from 
parking tickets, garage pay, parking permits 
and parking meters. 

Kosel said that there is no state-aided 
funding in this account, so that’s how the 
| account gets its revenue. A part of student 


fees also go into the account. 


The money from the account in turn is 


_ used to maintain the campus shuttle system, 


to buy the parking structure access cards 


-and permits, to maintain campus parking 


lots, to purchase ads in the Gateway, parking 
lot striping and snow removal. 
So how are the fees for parking tickets 


and permits established? The fees for 


parking tickets and permits are established 


according to how the Parking Services 


| budget is doing. 

“Tt needs to keep its head above water, 
so we'll know were doing ok,” Kosel said. 

“We look at the budget to see how 
things are doing. We pretty much are 
breaking even in this account.” 

This means that the university is not 


out to make a profit off those multiple tickets 
you may owe. 


. Kosel said the budget has been in a 
deficit for the past four years and when 
the new budget is received in July, the 
revolving money covers the deficit amount 
from June.

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University buildings

The buildings. where classes are housed 
may not be as tall as the First National 
Building or as familiar as the Woodmen 
Tower, but they are steeped in tradition and 
history. Each with its own story and each 


with a line to the history of Omaha and its 
prolific list of philanthropists, scholars and 
heroes. 

All of these buildings will be home to 
several memories, ulcers and panic attacks 
over the next four to 10 years. Enjoy them all 
and always locate the bathrooms immediately 


- upon entering any new facility. 


To the east of the Administration Building sits Roskens Hall (RH), formerly called 
the College of Business Administration because it houses the College of Business 
Aministration. Renamed in honor of Ronald Roskens in 1999, a former UNO chancellor 

_ and University of Nebraska president, the building still houses several departmental 
offices, classes from across the disciplines and computer facilities. — 


_ 


West of Arts and Sciences is Al Caniglia Field. The Caniglia family’s history in 
Omaha is as diverse as Omaha itself. The family owns several local businesses and is 
active in philanthropical organizations. Al Caniglia was a former NFL pro who coached 
the Mavericks for 14 years after playing for the Green Bay Packers. Caniglia died at 52 


in 1974 leaving behind a 74-55-5 record.

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South of Kayser Hall is Arts and Sciences Hall (ASH), housing the 
college of the same name. Arts and Sciences Hall is one of the oldest buildings 
on campus and is the sight of the department offices for departments as wide 
and varied as English, Black Studies and Foreign Languages. 


Built in the American fortress style, Kayser Hall (KH) sits at the northeastern 
corner of campus and houses the College of Education, community counseling, 
(which is free to currently enrolled students) and several education classes. Named 
for Frederick K. Kayser, the building was built-in 19??. Kayser’s donations to the 
university helped finance the Kayser Chair of Economics and the Kayser Chair of 
Finance. 


The Eugene C. Eppley Administration Building (EAB) is more than just 
a place to haggle over parking tickets or cash checks. At one point, it was the 
library until 1976. Eppley was a longtime friend of Dr. Milo Bail, the president 
of the Omaha University from 1948 until 1965. While attending a football game 
in the fall of 1949, Eppley asked Bail what the university really needed. This 
began a long path of philanthropy and service to Omaha University. Between 
that football game and the time of his death in 1958 Eppley donated more than 
$1.2 million to the school. After his passing the Eppley Foundation donated 
another $50,000 to recruit distinguished professors. 

Directly west of the administration building is the Milo Bail Student Center 
(MBSC). This building houses many of the high traffic facilities that student 
need including the Student Health Center, bookstore and food court. It is also 
home to the Student Organizations Office, the Gateway and to several meeting

Bordering Caniglia Field is Allwine Hall. Allwine Hall (AH) was named for 
Arthur Allwine, a local real estate giant who also donated a 160-acre tract of prairie 
land for scientific research and preservation to the University of Nebraska. 


Engineering (ENG) was built in 19 under the helm of Milo Bail. It sits directly across 
from the Willis A. and Janet Strauss Performing Arts Center. Willis Strauss was a major 
player in both the Omaha University and University of Nebraska joining forces and in 
predicting the energy crisis of the 1970's. 


Across from Engineering is the Del and Lou Weber Fine Arts Building (FA). Del 
Weber was the chancellor of UNO from 1977-1997. He is an alumnus of UNL and 
stayed active in the Omaha community since leaving UNO. 


South campus includes the Scott Conference Center, Scott Village dormitories and the Peter Kiewit Institute (PK1). The institute is home to several 
technology-based programs and was built in conjunction with Peter Kewitt and Sons, an Omaha-based international construction and technology firm 
that also donates millions of dollars to scholarship and internship programs.

There exists a spot on the UNO 
campus where students can get care 
for their aches, pains and coughs. In 
addition, students can get answers to 
questions about their health or even 
assistance with class projects on health- 
related topics. 

That place is UNO’s Student Health 
Services. | 

According to Marcia Adler, Student 
Health Services coordinator, SHS 
provides care to currently enrolled 
students at UNO. 

“These services include scheduled 
physician/nurse practitioner (including 
gynecologist) visits, 
immunizations, over- 
the-counter medications, 
assistance with health 
insurance, assistance 
with class projects on 
health-related topics and 
free STD/HIV testing.” 

SHS currently has 
four physicians, four 
nurse practitioners and 
three registered nurses. 

“Among all the 
providers, there are 
approximately 400 years 
of professional practice. 
All of the providers are 
currently practicing in 
the community,” Adler 
said. “This is a plus for 
the UNO students because they are very 
current on what is going around in the 
community.” 

Funded by student fees, SHS 
provided care to 4,584 students during 
the last school-year. According to Adler, 
those students who were treated by 
SHS would have had to pay. several 
hundred dollars for similar care in the 
community. 

While it is free to see a doctor or 
nurse practitioner at UNO, services such 
as laboratory tests, medical procedures 
and x-rays have to be paid for. The 
personal insurance of the student would 
pay for any services such as x-rays, 
which must be done in the community. 

While SHS does not require students 
to have health insurance, Adler said 
UNO strongly recommends that all

students have it. 

“Most students do not have the 
$16,000 sitting around that it would take 
to get their appendix out,” she said. 

Adler advises that UNO students 
should utilize SHS because “it is well- 
documented for any person to learn 
new material effectively, they must be 
mentally and physically well,” she said. 
“The goal of SHS is to assist students 
with the goal of achieving an education. 
We do not want poor health to be a 
barrier to learning.” 

She went on to say that the goal of 
SHS is for students to be able to attend 
class. “By having an on-campus clinic, 
students are able to get assistance to 
return to class quickly.” 

In cases of 
emergencies, SHS 
provides care on a 
walk-in basis. The 
clinic offers emergency 
treatment for asthma 
attacks, stitches, 
burns, removal of 
broken glass, stickers 
and bee stings. Adler 
said in very serious 
situations, the patient 
is stabilized at UNO 
and then transferred to 
the hospital by rescue 
squad. 

In addition to 
routine medical and 
emergency services, 
SHS provides the UNO 
with two alcohol and drug education 
counselors. “These professionals are 
consultation and/or 
organization presentations and general 
information. For more information on 
these services, call 554-2409. 

SHS also offers health education 
presentations for classes, organizations 
and events. Adler said the topics range 
from healthy living, healthy eating and 
men’s health to health insurance, birth 
control and STDs. 

Open Monday through Friday from 
8 a.m. until 5 p.m., SHS has college 
health nurses available to assist students 
during the clinic hours. Physician and 
nurse practitioner appointment times 
are available 20 hours per week. For 
more information or to schedule an 
appointment, call 554-2374.

The war between Nintendo, Sony and Microsoft is about to heat up 


that two high-def TVs can be hooked up 
at the same time. HDMI is a relatively new 
standard, whichusesa single cable to transfer 
both audio and video content at highest 
possible quality. Most importantly, it also 
features a Blu-ray DVD-ROM, which is also 
one of the upcoming standards for delivering 
high-definition content, developed by 
Sony. Blu-ray, supported by most major 
manufacturers and movie studios, is a new 
DVD standard for delivering high definition 
content. HD-DVD is its only competitor and 
it is supported by Toshiba and Microsoft. 
Blu-ray will cost 
a lot more to 
manufacture, 
but at 50 Gigs, it 
will have a nearly 
double capacity 
than an HD-DVD 
disk. As_ such, 
Sony is hoping 
that an installed 
base of  PS3 
owners will later 
choose the Blu-

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Alexander: Director’s Cut DVD offers lots of time to waste

If you have some time to kill, 
approximately six hours, and don’t mind 
your butt getting a little numb, the newly 
released Alexander DVD and its special 
features are a perfect selection for a 
marathon of popcorn feasting. 

This Warner Brothers’ film is the latest 
on the long list of movies produced and 
directed by Oliver Stone including JFK 
(1991) and Any Given Sunday (1999). 

In Alexander, Colin Farrell, known both 
for the movie Phone Booth and a brief fling 
with Britney Spears, plays the legendary 
Alexander the Great. Alexander’s mother, 
Olympias, is played by Angelina Jolie, 
whose work includes Tomb Raider and 
Hackers. King Philip, Alexander’s father, 
is played by a one-eyed Val Kilmer. Other 
stars such as Jared Leto and Anthony 
Hopkins play commanders in Alexander’s 
Realy: 

The tale of Alexander’s life is narrated 
by one of Alexander’s commanders in Egypt 
after his death. Much of the beginning of 
the movie is Alexander’s molding into the 
person he becomes, with a little history 
lesson on the side. The Greek mythology is 
also explained via Kilmer’s character so the 
audience can see clearer why Greek society 
feared their gods. 

The movie takes its audience from 


the formative years of young Alexander 
through his journey from Macedonia 
across Asia as a powerful king and military 
commander. Alexander’s parents were key 
forces in molding him into a charismatic 
leader who trounces the entire Persian 
army and conquers country after country. 
The young Alexander strives for his cold 
father’s approval as his mother teaches 
him to conquer his fears. The conniving, 
snake-toting Olympias is played perfectly 
by Jolie. Her dark character coincides 
with Jolie’s off screen fascinations with 
darkness. Young Alexander is also taught 
geography and Greek Philosophy by 
Aristotle, which also shines through into 
his conquering days. 

The battle action begins with adult 
Alexander leading the Greeks and 
Macedonians against the Persian army 
who ruled most of the known Eastern 


world. In this bloody battle, Alexander | . 


uses his cavalry to smartly defeat the | 


Persians and jumpstart his venture | 
spanning more than seven years across | 
the Eastern world. Alexander leads his | 
army right up to the Himalayas and 
then down into the uncharted jungles of | 


India. Throughout the journey and the | 


battles that ensue, the movie explores 
flashbacks into Alexander’s early years as 
well as questioning the social norms in the 
conquered nations.
